would pass without disturbance. The 
disturbance it has caused might be much 
greater, and we ought to be thankful that 
it has visited us in a form so modified, and 
that ithas called forth such an earnest 
protest from the intelligence of the people. 
The prospect before us is hopeful in every 
way, and the Democratic party has reason 
to be proud of its conduct. The State 
officers, its judges and its press, have taken 
the bull vy the horns, and the consequence 
is law and. order today and the progress 
of the influence of law for the future. 

This is the doing of our. domestic Ku- 
klux debate. It has set the better nature 
of the masses at work. It has organized 
society against lawlessness. It has re- 
vealed a most wholesome state of the pop- 
ular mind and will place Kentucky high 
in the list of Democratic magazines long 
before the canvass of next year, The 
Radicals may go on with their atticks.

The German Occupation. 

One of the greatest evils that will be 
brought down upon France by the present 
inexcusable insurrection in Paris will be 
the damage inflicted on her credit. The 
only hope she had of speedily recovering 
her former prosperity lay in the early de- 
parture of the German army of occupation, 
which can be secured only by a prompt 
payment of the indemnity exacted by 
Bismarck. This indemnity is so enormous 
that it would be utterly futile for France 
to attempt to raise the sum trom internal 
resources, an‘ therefore it was of great im- 
portance that her credit should be the best 
possible, that she might get it abroad, 
But the civil strife which is now going on 
inflicts more than twice as mueh damage 
upon her credit as any defeat from out- 
side foes could produce. The uncertainty 
of the government, the danger of the sud- 
den overthrow, and the repudiation of the 
engagements entered into by the preceding 
government, are calculated to press down 
the quotations of French bonds far lower 
‘han could apy amount of actual] prostra- 
tion. 

We can have an idea of the disadvan- 
tageous figure at which the French will 


have to borrow money when we recollect 
that the old bonds, whose perfect legality 
fobody contested, are now quoted at only | 
halt their face. It the sum required for | 
thesatisiaction of the German demands | 
would have to be borrowed ia foreign | 
markets on the same terms, it would raise 


it to double, that is to ten Dionsahd mill- | 


ions oftrancs! And even this would not ' 


cover it, tor the German demands increase | 


with every day of delay, and the republic 
will haye to pay the expenses of the im- 
mense German army which remains in 
France till the indemnity is paid. 


We can calculate what an enormous ad- 


ditional burden this will be it we take into 


consideration that the amount claumed by 
, the Germans for the maintenance of their 
army in France since the ratrfication of 
| the peace preliminaries up to the 4th of 
| April, according to a cable dispatch, | 
amounts to forty-¢ight millions of thalers, | 


or about one hundred and sixty millions | 


of francs. This is the bill for one month, 
and will give us some idea of the tearful 
sums whichaFrance would have to pay in 


they set up the cry that the Democratic. 


casé the fist fustalishent of tii) lndemalty 
does not soon freéat from the main army 
of the Germans, who, besides the enermous 
expense of their maintenance, paralyze by [ 
their presence the districts occupied by 


them. 

This occupation may be divided into 
three separate stages. The first stage is 
the present state of affairs. I¢ will last } 
till the first balf-milliard has been paid 
in gold to the Germans.- Until then they 
will only evacuate the leit bank of the 
Seme. The first German army will oc- 
cupy the. positions to the north of the 
Seine, and ft wil] be joined by these Ger- 
man armies designated before as the army 
of the Meuse and the third German army. 
The positions of the second German army 
extend from the junction of the Aube with 
the Seine to the Cote W’Or, while the South- 
-ern German army forms the left wing o! 
this whole line, which extends trom Rouen 
through the central provinces of France 
to Dijop, and thus includes the most 
wealthy districts of France. The city of 
Paris during this stage of the occupation 
will be still in range of the German guns, 
which from the northern and eastern forts 
(Forts Charenton, Nogent, Rosny, Noisy, 
Romainville, Andervillers and St. Denis) 
can sweep the ‘whole city, particularly La 
Villette and Belleville, which are the most 
unruly districts. During this stage of the 
German occupation no limit is set to the 
number of German troops, but the French 
are confined to the number of 40,000 
soldiers of the line on the north side of 
the Loire. But, according to late cable 
advices, BisMaRCK, recognizing the ne- 
cessity of a larger number of French 
regular troops for the subjugation of the 
Paris insurgents, has permitted them to 
increase this number. 

After the first five hundred millions of 
war indemnity, with interest from the rat- 
ification of the peace preliminaries at five 
per cent., and the expenses of the German 
forces in France have beea paid, the occu- 
pation enters into its second stage. 

This lasts until the second installment 
ot two milliards, with interest, and the 
German expenses are paid. Atits beginning 
the Germans evacuate the forts around 
Paris and the departments, Seine, Seine- 
Inferieure, Seine et Oise, Seine et Marne 
and Somme et Oise. It is hardly possi- 
ble that the French government will suffer 
this stage of the occupation to last longer 
than the end of the present year, although 
it is on)y required to pay halt of the sum 
in that time. For even aftef the evacua- 
tion of the above-named departments the 
German armies still regain their hold upon 
French soil. The lpe of occupation is 
retracted only toward the north, and still 
extends trom Cambray to the other side of 
Dijon. The German troops still threaten 
the central provinces of France and are 
within a few days’ march of Paris, and no 
limit is put to their numbers. 

The third stage of the occupation is, 
perbaps, the most important of all, aa it 
will doubtless last the longest. After the 
halt of the entire indemnity, with interest, 
and the German expenses have been p 
the occupation will extend over the De- 
partment Marne, Ardennes, Haute Marne, 
Meuse, Vosges, Meurthe and the fortress 
of Belfort with its territory. It will atali 
be an important strip of the countryf about 
fourteen thousand square miles in extent 
It includes many important cities; such 
as Sedan and Rocroy, Langres and Bel- 
port, Rheims, the ancient capital of France, 
Epernay, Chalons and others. The num- 
ber of German troops is limited during 
this stage to fifty d men. But it 
we recollect that a huge army corps will be- 
sides be stationed in Alsataa and Lorraine, 
and the belt of German fortresses of the 
Rhine, we must deem this army large 
enough tohold France, in its present ex- 
hausted state, completely in check. 

The manner in which the occupied dis- 
tricts are to be governed is not definitely 
settled yet, and will be determined by the 
Peace Commissioners of Germany and 
France, now, sitting in Brussels dor the rat- 
ification of the final terms of peace. But 
it is ascertained already that the Germans 
have reserved for themselves the right to 
have almost absolute control even of the 
civil administration of the occupied parts 
oi France. The German Government has, 
indeed, agreed to abstain, after the eccupa- 
tion enters into the second stage, from all 
interference with the municipal and de, 
partmental administration, as well as that 
of church and ‘school, but it has done so 
on condition of having the privilege of 
takirg the whole out of the hands of the 
French if the French Administration 
should show itself incapable to provide 
jor the wants of the German arniies 
of occupation. This latter clause puts it 
entirely at the discretion of the German 
military authorities in France to supersede 
any French official. That such an uncer- 
tainty of the civil administration can pro- 
duce anything but bad results7is evident 
to the most superficial observer, and must 
necessarily be yery much to the injury of 
the districts which are held thus at the 
pleasure ot any Prussian officer. The 
Germans, however, are not satisfied with 
this constant threat of interference in the 
government of the occupied provinces; 
they have especially reserved the right to 
exercise conjointly with the Frerich au- 
thorities the. control of the press, the 
police forces, and the administration of 
the mails, the railroads and telegraphs. 

It will be seen that it is of the utmost 
importance for France to get the Germans 
out of the country as fast as possible, How 
cap the country recover from its terrible 
disasters with such a mill-stone around its 
neck? Its- factories and workshops; wil! 
stand idle in those wealthy districts as 
lopg as the whole civil administration is 
atthe mercy of foes, whom the French 
regard with intense hatred, and 
who, in their turn, pay this hatred 
back againywith good interest. Thus the 
sooner the indemnity is paid, the better it 
will be for France, who will, by a speedy 
payment of the installments, save count- 
less millions. 

But the stupid Parisian insurrection will 
injure the French credit in such a manner 
that a loan at present could be contracted 
only at ruinous rates, and so the precious 
time must run by and the burden of France 
becomes greater from day to day.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN FULL. 


FIRST DAY's SESSION. 


Prezbdsterian Church, Dr. Wilson's, and was 
opened with asermon by the Rev. W. G. White, 
the last Moderator, from Matthew 6: 9,16. Pres 
bytery was then constituted with prayer, and 
was Organized by the election of Rev. Jahn W. 
Pugh as Moderator, and Rev. Park P. Flournoy as 
Temporary Clerk. The Presbytery then ad- 
journed untill yesterday morning. 
SLCOND DAY. 

Presbytery met again yesterday (Thuarsdas) 
morping, abd the minutes of preceding meetings 
were read, 


Siewart College. Clark: ville, Tean., being pres- 
ent, was invited to sitas a corre: ponding mem- 
ber of the Presbytery. 

The Rev. A. Conyerse, D. D.—the editor of the 
Christian Observer, lately a member of East 
Hancver Presbytery. Virginia—was recelyéd, 
and enrolled as a member of this Presbytery. 

Tne Church at Middietown has recently erect- 
ed a new and bandszeme house of worship at An- 
chorage, 80d worships on alternate Sabbaths at 
each church. The name of the church was 
therefore changed to Middletown and Anchorage 
Church. 

Tbe remainder of the morning session waz oc- 
cupied with the “Fr:ie Conversation on the S8'ate 
of Religion.’’ Every m'nister and every ruling 
elder was called upon io give a brief aceoun: of 
what be and his church have been doing, aad 
bow they have been prospering during the last 
sizmonths, These repor's were interesting, and 
presented a very encouraging view of the prog- 
ress of Presbdyterianism duriog that perio. 

In the afternoon the reports of committee; on 
sessional records were received, and other it: ms 
of business, possessing ttle general lnterest, at- 
tended to. 

The committee appoint@d to Investigate the 
condition of Westminster Charch, in this city, 
mude a report. They were tmstructed to make 
urrangement: for the payment, if possible, of the 
debt om that church, so as to secure it perma- 
nently as a Presbyterian Church, under the con- 
trol of this Preebstery. 

The @istentation scheme was then taken up. 
This ts asystem of missionary operations, which 
provides for the assistance of the weak churches 
by the strong, and secures the regular preaching 
of the gospel allke iu all. The several churches 
repurted, through their representatives, what 
they had done, and earnest addres<es on the sub- 
ject were made by Rev. Stuart Robinson, D. D., 
Rev. Jobn W. Pugh and otbers. 

The Rev. Dr. Shearer being invi ei to addres: 
the Pre: bytery onthe subject Of education, made 
an eloquent address. There are in connection 
with the fouthern P.esbyterian Church four 
colleges—Hampdern Sidney, Virginia; Davidson 
College, North Carolina; Oglethorpe, Georgia, 
and Stuart College, Clarksville, Tennessee . 
Dr. Shearer gave an extended account of the lat 
ter college, which bas strong claim: upon the 
people ofthe Mississippi valley. Its professors 
areallalumulof the University of Virginia— 
men who bave no superiors.as instruciors In 
their respective departments. A great cry of the 
country ts, “We want good schools.” As yet 
there are comparatively few first-class colleges 
in the Southwest, and he believed that the fleld 
was wide open for Stuart College to achieve a 
great success. It has good buildings, a small 
encowment, 8nd & WORKING FACULTY; the 
Synod of Memphis bas voted to it the property 
of La Grange Oollege; it would groq@, 
and when the time came for the establishment 
of a great Presbstertan University the college 
would afford the nucleus of such an tastitution. 
He suggested the wisdom of aconcentration of 
the patronage of the Synods of Kentucky, Ar- 
kapsas, and Missiszippi, as well as those of Nast - 
ville and Memphis, upon the college. But he 
wanted the support of the community, not be- 
cause that Insiltution bore the imprimatur of 
the Church, but only so faras it was a good 
school. He closed with an eloquent appeal to 
the Church to advance and put forth its ener- 
gies io the cause of education—the field ts a 
wide, a grand one; there ig an abundant mate- 
rial to woik upos tn this Southwestern country, 
and we must take hold ef it. 

Dr. Robinson thought we ought to be repre- 
s*pted tn the Presbytertan Convention on Edu- 
cation, to be hc Id In Huntsville next month. He 
was glad to see an tiaterest in the subject of a 
college. He did not want to establish a seconi 
one-horse co. lege—like it had been done in Daa- 
ville—ano as soon as it was established the devil 
put itinto the heads of some of his ageuts to 
steal it. He proposed that we should raise an 
endowment of one or two professorships, but 
retain the control of it. Then let us give the 
use of 1t say to Stuart College, and let Arkansas 
apd ether synods contribute an endewment 
each, and so build up a strong college 
er university. The Faculiy makes the college, 
not the bricks and mortar. When the Faculty 
failto put forth their efforts we can transfer our 
endow ment to spother fnstituifon If it be best. 

The discussion was continued by Rev. J. V. 
Cosby, Rev. Dr. Converse and o'hers, who cor- 
dially approved of the suggestions that bad been 
made. 

The further consideration of the sustentation 
report Was made the order of the day for thi; 
morning at 9o’clock, and the election of commi;- 
sionersto the General] Assemb!y made the second 
order of the day. 

Adjourned till this morning.

Savages without the influence of 
a@ people of higher civilization vever rise 
out of their state of barbarism. Even 
nations of the high natural abilities of the 
Cauca:fan race have not beer known'to advance 
without outside influence. Peter che Great, of 
Russia, in his efforts to civilize his country, had 
first to go abroad himself to bring bis mind in 
contact with otper minds, then be invited the 
savans of Europe te bis empire to bring about 
civilization. The inhabitants of the Sandwich 
I,jands and all savages owe their elevation to 
the power exercised by a superior people. God 
himeelf, in the establishment of the Christian 
Church, and in tbe plan Of salvation, recogaized 
this principle. He sent abioac His ministers to 
preach His word and bring men from 
oarkness to. light. It was by contact 
with the Caucasian race thatthe pegro bas risen. 
Thore brougbi to tbis countey from Africa 
numbered say im ail 300,000. They were brought 
to civilization by con'act with the supertor race 
they met bere, and by the faithful preaching in 
the charches, Trades were taught them, 
They were ivetructed in the cultivation of ths 
plantation. They were weil clad, weil housed, 
and well osred for im sickness and in bealth. 
Whetner this care was the result of a selfish mo- 
tive or not he would not stop then to laquire. 
Under the influepte of civilization they inci eased 
from 300,000 to 4,000,000. He spoke what he 
knew when he said that they were well cared 
t&, and were well suppiied with food, raiment 
and houses,and that ibey received faithful spir- 
itual instruction from pastors. This civilization 
of the negro, which far exceeded the result of 
avy missionary work, is tm ecoordance with the 
irulb (Dat no people can elevate themselves. 

Fourth—The separation of a superior from an 
tnferior tace is certain to lead lo the degreda- 
tion of the inferior race. Separate a child trom 
the parent, and the chila’s progress is im- 
} mediately stayed. Keep @ man in seclusion 
apart from his books or the influence of otuers, 
and retrogression and degredation at once set in 
Again, take Hayti and see the 
effect of the interception of the intercouree 
of a superior with am infertor race. Take the re- 
port of the San Domingo Commissioners and 1 
would teach this. Revolution has succeeded 
revolution; murder, bioedshed, rapioe, wrong, 
stain its whole bistory. S8tmce the war the 
great separation existing between the negroes 
snd the white people ts beginning to show its 
effect in the tendency of the hegroes to relapse 
to VYoudos ism. 

Fifth—The African mind has pevcr show, ti- 
self capable of high efforts. The brain is smail- 
er. The facial angle of the negro never exeeeds 
seveniy-Ove degrees, while that of the superior 
Tace, Or the Caucasian, ranges from cighty-fye 
to ninety degrees, Mukicg agreat difference in 
brain power. 

No literature has been given to the world by 
the negro. Thet race pas produced no Homer 
or Cicero or Clay, no inventions or discoveries 
in science or art~has raised 20 monumenis of 
skill or industry. The negroes are an imitative 
people, but they have never been government, 
coustitmution, or iaw-makers for themseives or 
others. 

Sixth—No. s'atute can be evacted that can 
raise the Megro to en equality with the white 
man. He is paiurally disquajified from enter- 
ing into competition Jwith the superior race. 
What this may be cwipg to is not the question— 
Mhdiner the eflect of the curse or of the barbar- 
Asm of ages, the fact remains. It is a faci that the 
*pegro is tncapable of acts which constituie~a 
great people. 

The question to be solved is this: What posi- 
tice is the begro to as ume with regard tothe 
white race—supertor, ioferio;,or equal? Mind 
must govern mind,and morais must mold and 
cuntrol the future. One of the twe races must 
go dowa. Equality implies miscegenation—a 
blending ,tcgether of the two races Inw & 
third—the mulatio--a weak, sickly race. Equality 
is oul of the question. As soon migbt legisiation 
aitempt to reverse the law of gravitation, and 
make the Obto returnto tts source, orchange 
the course of the planets,as to try to obtain a 
solution im that way. Superior or inferior is 
then the question. All middie terms are ex- 
cluded—th-re is po tertium quid—and by the 
exciusion of the middie terms the question is 
easy of soluion. It is impossible that the 
negroes should be superior. They are 
behind. the white race two or three 
coutloue:. They lack the power of the 
waite race. In nervous organization they are 
less sensitive. Constantly enter!Dg into compe- 
tition with a race descended from the noblest 
families of the bighest type of the whole human 
race—a peuple that has produced the Adamses, 
the Clays, the He »the Jacksons, the Cal- 
houns who have written their names high in the 
temple of fame—admitting that they had the 
original pewer—they are certain to succumb. 
The asperities engendered by the late war may 
bave placed them In positions of trust, but when 
these asperities shall have passed away the phi- 
losopher of the future will wonder at the cora- 
ductof the present time. The conciusion is in- 
evitable that the negro race must be subject. 
He did not think that slavery would be re-eatab- 
jished or that slavery would be desirable—there 
was no need of that. The governing race must 
be the American race. But this domiaioa 
was not to be secured by bloodshed, 
violence, disregard of law or midnight 
assassination. That was not the way to ake 
the lead. Not by violating the law, but by obey- 
ing it—even whenthe righteousness of the law 
ig not apparent—was the victorytocome. He 
wished now that his voice might be heard over 
tke entire country. During the war the South- 
ern people were put under great obligations to 
the negroes. Ia his State—in Marengo county, 
Ala., the sound of a bugle could b ing it up 1,000 
blacks and only SO whites. The black 
could easily overrun the whole county and bring 
ruin on every white man’s bome. We owe a 
debt of gratitade to them for their conduct then. 
and we must be just to: the black race. No de- 
ception ought to be practised upon them in mak- 
ing Contracts. Let there be perfect equality be- 
fore the law. Let men who disgrace their color 
by inflicting all manner of wrong upon the ne- 
groes meet with well merited punishment. 
We ore it to every noble prin- 
ciple to be just. But beyond justice benevo- 
lence must be exercised. They, though inferior 
are human beings, possessing body and soul. 
Above all, the means of grace must be bestowed 
upon them. Injury, tojastice, deceit would 
bring On a war of races, and, though the lecturer 
had no doubt of the victory being on the side of 
the white race, the calamity tn its bearing on 
numanity would be most calamitous. such 
awar would bring, as it were, the horror of 
darkness over the land. Every man ought to 
lift his voice, and strain every power witbin and 
without to avoid a war of this nature. Justice, 
benevolence, kindness should be the governing 
principles tm ali dealings with the negro. 

He held that the Caucasian race was the gov- 
erning race, Asthe sheaves of Joseph’s breth- 
ren bowed to Joseph’s sheaf so all races 
would bow to the Caucasian. The Caucasian 
race numbered its millions of poets, 
orators, statesmen, divines, inventors, It gave 
all that was great In science and literature. The 
future would speak ofthis age asthe age of in- 
ventions. Progress is still the watchword, We 
must not be sluggards or neglectful 
of our bigh trust. Gloomy re- 
views of the future sometimes overcome us; 
but true to ourselves, our race, our religion, our 
God,a brighter, a grander destiny awaits us. 
There is no need to doudt that agliory shall yet 
shine over every river and valley acd mountain 
and sea and hill of this land. It ts not tn the 
Caucasian race to sink. The race is to 
lead and to let a glorious light follow 


stimulus for the fature, and we ought never to 
lower the standard of truth, of virtue. of en- 
durance, of work, uniil the glorious endof our 
destiny 1s reached. However muct present cir- 
cumstances may depress, God reigns and virtu> 
will be triumphant. A‘! other races must yield. 
Let wisdom, truth and virtue encirclé the people 
like achain, Let all pursue their high destiny 
with fortitude and energy. and the reward, like 
a light of glory, would eshime on us and our pos- 
terity.
